JINRICKSHAWS DISSECTED, 


To the Editor of the “ Cuma Man,” 
y Tuesday, April 12, 

Sm,—The jinrickshaws having become 
an institution in our midst and in the eyes 
of many not being an unmixed blessing, 
I beg your patience and space, to bear wit- 
ness against them. . 

Lhave suffered so sevorely—mentally and 
bodily—by the delinquencies of. these: ve- 
hicles that the house I occupy is almost 
daily converted into a Hospital or an asylunr 
for the “mad.” Ispeak in figures, It is 
an unusual occurrence for the whole of the 
anembers to mect at breakfust, without 
some one'haying his arni in a sling or some 
“bruises.on his parson the result, of some 
jinrickshaw accident. At tiffin some one of 
the party has his hairbreadth scapes to 
relate, and in the gloaming the scrapes of 
somebody else exclude every other topic, 

T have for nearly twenty years travelled 
in new lands, savage Jands, and Islands of, 
all. sorts and sizes, with comparative. 1m- 
munity from bodily harm. I have been in 
Railroad smash-ups; and steamboat blow- 
ups, up and down coal pits and gold inines. 
Thave been in a balloon, and out of one two, 
and afterwards put together in pigces. 
I havo. been thrown from my horse, run 
over by: omnibusses, stage coaches, and pri- 
vate vehicles, without number, precipitated 
into volcanoes, addled by earthquakes, and 
riddled with rifle bullets. Yet never found 
I myself forsaken or in absolute jeopardy 
until: I arrived in Hongkong and took to 
jinrickehaws, 

This may seem 
indictmont ; I think otherwise, Some may 
charge ine with projudice, ‘Heaven forgive 
them! How can anybody be prejudiced 
against such an inoffensive, harmless look- 
ing vehicle? Can anything be more in- 
nocent?’ Look at it aa itis in repose !. Why.

By private information given by our 
friends engaged im the trade, we learn that, 
a few days ago, a'meeting took place in the 
office of the Exchequer in S. Miguel, to 
which were previously invited soveral mer- 
chants to discuss the question ‘of chopped 
dollars. There were present the director of 
the Spanish Bank, the agents of the foreign 
Bank, the representatives of, the firma of 
Peele Hubbell and Co.s:Smith Bell and Co. 
Tuason and Co., Inchausti-and , Co., and 
Roxas Reyes and Co, The question was 
amply discussed, and the meeting arrived at 
® conclusion to pass 8 resolution” to which 
all were'to give. theif opinion, as the best 
way of dealing with the matter, According 
to our.information, the resolution was to 
the following effect:—That the introduc- 
tion or importation of the chopped coins of 
the second and third class, ‘as dénominated 
in the decree of 13th September 1831, be 
rtrictly prohibited ; and-that from the Ist of 
May next the importation of coins with any 
Chinese chop be also prohibited; that all 
the coins which are at present in the islancs 
may be circulated to a'certain extent, and 
that the Government should in. the. mean- 
time collect them for the purpose of recoin- 
ing.” Doubtless, so important-a resolution 
will be submitted to the superior authority- 
for approval. -
